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an EMG machine having one or more sensing electrodes 
connectable to the patient for sensing muscular 
electrical activity; and 

a connection between said switch and said EMG 
machine to thereby activate the EMG machine responsive to 
said switch. 

10. (original) The apparatus of claim 9, wherein said 
connection comprises at least one wire having a first end 
connected to said electrical switch and having a second end 
connectable to said EMG machine.
